CALDWELL NOT SUSTAINED- 

The Hra comes with reluctance te a 
quasi defence of Gov. Caldwell in his 
recent unprecedented and extraordinary 
course. The article in that paper head- 
ed the “Governer and his Duties,” is 
an ingenious and elaborate effurt to de: 
fend the Governor, but Mr. Hanes is 
evidently ill at ease in the awkward di- 
lemma in which he finds himself. He 
can no longer occupy a neutral position. 
The attacks of the Democratic press, 
the hot-shot that are being poured into 
the hardened epidermis of the Execu 
tive, the indignation which is daily in- 
creasing in intensity towards the Gov 
ernor for his outrageous usurpations and 
shameless abuse of power, have extorted 
from the Radical organ a non-commit- 
tal, cunning, labored article, reviewing: 
the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Ciark vs. Stanley, and taking 
issue with that decision on one of its 
most important points. Zhe Era admits 
that Governor Caldwell is not justified by 
that decision in making the appointments 
for the Penitentiary and the Asylums. 
That paper safs: 

“The same section of the Constitu 
tion which prohibits the General Assem- 
bly from creating an office and then 
filling it, authorizes and requires the 
Governor, by and with the advice of the 
Senate, to nominate all officers whose 
appointments are not otherwise provi- 
ded for. By subsequent statute the 
Governor is authorized to fill all vaca1- 
cies that may happen in the Boards 
atoresaid without the advice and coa- 
sent of the Senate. This statute brings 
the appointments by the Governor with- 
in the exception, ‘tunless otherwise pro 
vided for,” and they may be made with- 
out the consent of the Senate. It is 
true that the Court in the opinion in 
tne case of Clark and Stanley say that 
the expression “ unless otherwise pro- 
vided for,” means “unless otherwise 
provided in this Constitution.” This 
however, is obiter dictum, not necessary 
to the decision in that case, not decided 
in the case, and altogether untenable.” 

From the above tanguage, it will be 
seen that the Hra flies in the face of the 
opinion of the Supreme Court. It says 
one principle enunciated in that deci- 
sion is “altogether untenable.” 

The Zra admits that according to 
- what it calls an “ obiter dictum” the 
Supreme Court has decided in effect 
that Gov. Caldwell could not legally 
make the appointments of the Boards 
for the State institutions without the 
advice and consent of the Senate! In 
other words, the Governor is not sus 
tained in his course by the Supreme 
Court of the State! But just here Mr. 
Hanes thinks the Supreme Cort is 
Wrong; and that the Governor is right 
in making the appointments without 
the consent and advice of the Senate 
Having thus shown by the Zra’s own 
argument that Gov. Caldwell is acting 
directly in opposition to the law, we 
propos? to-morrow to notice the re- 
markable conclusions drawn by that 
paper in its attempted defence of the 
Governor.

WHO IS DISQUALIFIED? 
There seems te be much speculation 
by the press as to the effect of the 1¢e- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States on the stbject of 
pardons. Under that decision, the New 
York World cox.tends that Congress can 
pass no law which disqualifies anybody 
from holding office, and as a conse- 
quence, that decision virtually and real 
ly is equivalent to universal amnesty, 
Therefore the fourteenth amendment to 
the Constitution is unconstitutional and 
void, and persons who were heretofore 
disqualifled from holding office under 
that amendment are no longer under 
Taois view of the World. 
however, does not scem to be sustained 
by the best authorities. Against the 
position of the World it is contended 
that Congress has aright to alter the 
Constitution in the regular way 80 as to 
take away the power of holding office 
from any of the citizens, and that as 
soon as a2 amendment is adopted, it 
becomes a part of the Constitution, 
and there can be no question as to its 
legality. 

As this is an important subject we 
give below an article from the Rich- 
mond Dispatch, one of the ablest papers 
in the South, from which it will be seen 
the Dispatch combats the views of the 


World : 

The New York World has discovered 
that the fourteenth amendment dis- 
qualifies nobody. The Supreme Court 
of the United States recently decided 
that the Drake amendment was wncon- 
stitutional (mark the word) because it 
was intended to make of none effect the 
President’s power to pardon. The 
World publishes a column article to 
show that under this decision the four- 
teenth amendment disqualifies nobody. 
The logic of the World's article is none 
of the best. It is as follows: The 
Supreme Court has decided that Con- 
gress cannot pass a law rendering one 
of the provisions of the Constitution of 
noneeffect. Therefore, Congress cannot 
pass a law rendering «another of its pro- 
visions effective. Or thus: Congress 
cannot pass an unconstitutional law. 
Therefore, the several States cannot put 
a new article into the Constitution. 
What nonsense such an argument is! 
The World would seem to have con- 
founded an amendment to a law with 
an article of amcndment to the Consti- 
tution. Now, we assert that the States 
have the power to amend the Constitu 
tion so as to provide that no man under 
fifty years of age shall hold office. Or 
they might so amend it as to disquality 
all persons of African descent, as was 
once the case. Congress cannot passa 
law disqualifying eiiher of these classes, 
because to do so would be tuo violate the 
Constitution as it now stands. Bat the 
States themselves could, if se disposed, 
disqualify both these classes. So Con. 
gress could not have passed a law, after 
‘a pardon bad taken effect, imposing 
disabilities upon the person pardoned ; 
but the; States could, and did, so alter 
the Constitution itself as to impose dis- 
abilities upon pardoned persons, and 
could just as easily have so altered it as 
to have taken the pardoning power 
from the President entirely. In fact, 
the fourteen amendment might have 
read, “No person pardoned by the 
President shall hold office.” 


THE PENITENTIARY OUT- 
BREAK, 

The disgraceful revolt which occurred 
at the Penitentiary on the afternoon of 
the 21st inst., has given rise to much 
speculation as to its origin and conse- 
quences. That the Guard acted in the 
discharge of their duties no one seems 
to question, and the blood of the con- 
vict Hartsfeld is not upon their hands. 
There was no excuse for the revolt on 
the score of want of comfort or food, as 
the convicts had been placed on full 
rations again, pending the negotiations 
between the two Boards. 

If the outbreak had its origin in the 
spirit of lawlessness exhibited by the 
Executive of the State, it isa striking 
commentary on the necessity of obedi- 
ence to the law, by the highest officials 
as well as the the humblest citizens in the 
land. 

It is believed, nay, it is almost certain, 
that if there had been no appointments 
made by the Governor, and no collision 
of authority between the two Boards, 
no disturbance would havsg occurred, 
but everything would have moved on 
quietly and satisfactorily at the Peni- 
| tentiary as herctofore. 


P. 8.—Since writing the above, we 
| learn there is an investigation going on 
at the Penitentiary, as to the causes of 
the revolt, and that all the insurgents 
thus far examined agree that there was 
a plan fora general outbreak, on the 
{ ground that Gov. Caldwell had sta- 
ted that if the convicts attempted to es- 
cape and any were shot by the Guard, he 
woul have the latter hung for mur 
der! When the examination is conclu- 
ded we will give the full particulars. 


Now is the time for all true Conserva 
tives to stand close together, and not 
suffer themselves to be driven off by 
the radicalism of a few who profess to 
be Conservatives. All can rally on the 
basis of opposition to the present State 
and National Administrations. But 
time proves alk things, and it will show 
who are Democrats and Conservatives 
and who are not.-—Charlotte Democrat.
